U n ited S ta le s S en ate. 
W a s h in g to n , March 1st.—Pugh, repre­ 
senting the minority of the Committee on 
Judiciary, submitted the views of the m i­ 
nority ou the resolution referred to that 
committee concerning the office of District 
Attorney for the Southern District of Ala­ 
bama. 
It was ordered printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record and also in a separate form. 
The report is three or four times as long 
as the majority report. 
It embodies no res­ 
olutions. 
Pugh asked that the report be printed 
and placed on the calendar. 
It was not read in the Senate. The report 
s a y s : 
When President Cleveland cam e into office he 
found about 95 per cent, of the offices filled by 
Republicans appointed as a reward for partv 
services. The party to whom the President 
owed his nom ination and election had been ex­ 
iled from all participation in the civil adm inis­ 
tration of the governm ent for nearly one-quar­ 
ter o i a century. The friends ami supporters of 
the President m ade application for a redistribu­ 
tion of the pi’blic trusts. No other President 
has ever been subjected to such a severe trial, 
or had to m eet so m any grave difficulties, and 
no other had such an ulm udaut supplv of valid 
reasons and causes urging him to tb e’free exer­ 
cise of the power of removal from Federal 
office, aud no other ever resisted w ith more 
firuuess the just claim s of his supporters, 
or 
used 
his 
power 
of 
rem oval 
more 
conscientiously, 
cautiously 
and 
sparingly. 
Notwithstanding these facts, 650 nom iuations 
6eut to the Senate in suspension cases have- 
been allowed to rem ain before the com m ittee 
without consideration and final disposition. 
Dustin has m ade no com plaint to the Judiciary 
Committee. the President or the Attornev-Cen- 
eral that he was wronged by suspension. The 
Committee was fully inform ed that Iiuruett was 
recommended to the President by all the m em ­ 
bers of Congress from Alabama, on personal 
knowledge of his high character. Stripped to 
the naked truth, w ithout any special pleading, 
the case, made for the Senate, on its resolutions, 
aud the answers o f the Attorney-General, is 
w hether the Senate has the right to dem and of 
the Attorney-General the transm ission, aguiust 
the order of the President, of any paper or doc­ 
um ent of the description m entioned in the reso­ 
lution, unless tin t paper or docum ent is stated 
in the request to relate exclusively to the re­ 
moval of Dustin, by the President, and for that 
reason alone is not tranfm itted. 
In conclusion, the m inority of your com m it­ 
tee are gratified at being able to slate th at in 
the Forty-sixth Congress, w hen the Democrat» 
had a m ajority in the Senate, no such spectacle 
as that now exhibited to the country was ever 
witnessed in the hiEtory of its proceedings.

To the Senate of the United staler: E versincethe 
beginning of the present session of the Senate, 
the different heads of the departm ents attached 
to the Executive branch c f the Government 
have been plied with various requests and de­ 
m ands from committees of the Senate, from 
mem bers of such com mittees, and at last from 
the Senate itself, requiring the transm ission of 
reasons for the suspension of certain officials 
during the recess of th at body, or for papers 
touching the conduct of such officials, or fur all 
the papers and docum ents relating to such sus­ 
pensions, or for all the docum etus aud papers 
filed in such departm ents in relation tothe m an­ 
agem ent aud conduct of the offices held by 
such suspended officials. The different m eans 
from tim e to tim e adopted in m aking these re­ 
quests aud dem ands, the order in which thev 
succeeded each other, and the fact that when 
m ade by the Senate, the resolution for that 
purpose 
was 
passed in executive session, 
nave led 
to presumptions, the correctness 
of 
which 
will, I

adm itted, that from 
the first to the last 
the inform ation thus sought and the papers thus 
dem anded

Though 
these suspensi >ns are my executive nets, based 
on considerations addressed to me alone and for 
which I am nlone and wholly responsible, I 
have had no invitation from the Senate to state 
the position which I have felt constrained to 
assum e in relation to the same, or to interpret 
for m yself my actions and motives in the prem ­ 
ises. In this condition of affairs I have fore­ 
borne addressing the Senate upon the snbiect 
lest I m ight be accused of thrusting m yself un­ 
bidden upon the attention of that tardy, but the 
report of the Committee of the Judiciary of the 
Senate, lately presented aud published, which 
censures the Attorney-General of the United 
States for his refusal to transm it certain papers 
relating to the suspension from office and which 
also, if I correctly interpret it, evinces a m isap­ 
prehension of the position of the Executive 
upon qucsti. -u of such suspeusioit will, 1 hope, 
justify this com m unication the more. 
(Tire President refers to the resolution of the 
Senate calling for the Dustin papers, anil the re­ 
ply of tho Attorney General there to, and says :j 
Ujion this re- olution, and the answer thereto, 
the issue is thus stated by the Committee on 
Judiciary at th e outset of the report. 
1’lie irn- 
jsirtant question, then, is w hether it is w ithin 
tlie constitutional competence of either house 
of Congrios to have acce-s to the official papers 
and docum ents in the various public places of 
the United states created by laws c u c te d by 
them selves, 
r do not suppose that " th e public 
officers of ti e United .Slates” are regulated or 
controlled, in their relations to eithet house of 
Corgrvs . by the fact that they were "created 
by law s enacted by th raw lu-s." It must be 
that these instrum ental ons were created for tire 
benefit of the people, and to answer the general 
purposes id lire Government under tire Uansti 
tution atrd the law. and that they -¡re nnineum - 
beted by aus lien i t favor of either - rattc-h of 
Congress, grow lug out of their ™..s itittion. and 
unem barrassed by any obligation to th e Senate 
as the price ot their creation. 
The com plaint of the com m ittee Hint acccss 
to official papers tn a public office is denied the , 
Senate, is met by the statem ent that a t It > tim e 
has it been the disposition or intention ot the 
President or any departm ent C’ the executive 
branch of the Government to withho-d from the 
Senate official docum ents or papers filed in any 
of the public offices, while it is by no means 
conceded th at the Senate lias a right in t.ay case 
to review the act of the Executive in removing 
or suspending public officers, upon official doc­ 
um ents or otherwise. It is conceded that docu­ 
m ents aud papers of that nature should—be­ 
cause they are official—be freely transm itted to 
the Senate upon its dem and, trusting the use 
of the same lor preqier and legitim ate purposes 
to the good faith of th a t body, and though no 
such pacéis ordocum ent& huvebeen specifically 
dem anded in any 
of

C em irds m ade upon t i e de­ 
partm ents,

The letter of 
the Attorney-General, in response to the rctolu- 
tions of the Senate in the particular case m en­ 
tioned in the com m ittee’s rejwrt. was w ritton nt 
my suggestion, and by my dictation. There lias 
h?en no official papers or docum ents filed in hts 
departm ent relating io the case w ithin the pe­ 
riod specified in the resolution. The letter was 
intended, by its description ot papers and docu­ 
m ents rem aiuing in the custody of the depart­ 
m ent, to convey the Idea th at they were not 
official, and it was assumed th at the resolution 
called for inform ation, papers and docum ents of 
the same character as were required by tlie re­ 
quests and dem ands which preceded it. Every­ 
thing that has lieen w ritten and done on behalf 
of the Senate, from the beginning, pointed to 
all letters and papers of a private and unofficial 
nature as the objects sought, if they were to be 
found in the departm ents, provided that they 
had been presented to the Executive w ith a 
view to their connection with tlie question 6f 
suspension Jromofiice.

citizens of kuowu good repute, and by members 
of the House of Representatives and Senators of 
the I nited states than upon any letters and 
docum ents presented for mv exam ination. I 
have not felt justified in suspecting the veracity, 
integrity and patriotism of the Senators, ignor­ 
ing th eir representations because they wore not 
In party affiliation w ith a m ajority of llieir as­ 
sociates; and I recall a few suspensions which 
bear the approval of individual mem bers iden­ 
tified politically w ith the m ajority iu the Sen­ 
ate. 
While, therefore, I um constrained to deny 
the right of the Senate to the papers and docu­ 
m ents desciibed, so tar us the right to the same

under the fam iliar m axim of construction to 
exclude every’ other right o f interference with 
executive functions. 
In 
the first 
Congress 
which assembled after the adaption of the Con­ 
stitution, com prising 
m any 
who aided iu 
its 
preparation, 
legislative 
construction 
was 
given 
to 
th at 
instrum ent, 
in 
which the independence of the Executive, 
in the m atter of rem oval from office, was fully 
sustained. I think it will be found that in sub­ 
sequent discussions of this question there w as 
generally, if not at all times, a proposition pend­ 
ing to in some way curtail this power ol the 
Presldeut by legislation, which furnishes evi­ 
dence that to lim it such power it was supposed 
to be necessary to supplem ent the Constitution 
by such legislation. The first enactm ent of this 
description was passed under stress of partisan­ 
ship» and (K)iti('ai bitterness which culm i­ 
nated in the l’resident’s im peachm ent. This 
law pirovided th a t the Federal officer to which 
it applied could only be suspended during a re­ 
cess of the Senate, when shown, by evidence 
satisfactory to the rre.-ideut, to be guilty of 
m i-eonduct in office, or crim e, or w hen incapa­ 
ble or disqualified to perform their duties, und 
that w ithin twenty days after the n ex t m eeting 
of tlie Senate it should be the duty of the Presi­ 
dent to report to the Senate such suspension, 
w ith the evidence anil reasons lor his action in 
the case. This statute, passed in 1867. w hen 
Congress

If valid, and now in operation, it 
would iustify the present course of the Senate, 
and com m and tlie obedience of the Executive 
to its demands. It may, however, be rem arked, 
in passing, that under this law the President

They 
are voluntarily written aud presented by private 
citizens, who are not in the least instigated 
thereto by any official invitation, or at nil the 
subject of official control^ While some of them 
are entitled to executive consideration, manv of 
them are so irrelevant, or in the light of other 
facts so worthless, that they have not been 
given the least weight in determining the ques­ 
tion to which they are supposed to relate. 
Are all these, simply because they are pre­ 
served, to be considered official documents, and 
subject to the inspection of tbe Senate or not1.’ 
Who is to determine which belong to this class? 
Are the motives and purposes of the Senate, as 
they are day by day developed, sueli as would 
be satisfied with my selection? Am I to sub­ 
mit to theirs, at tbe risk of being charged with 
making a suspension from office upon evidence

these papers to be regarded official because they 
have not only been presented but preserved in 
public offices? Their nature and character re­ 
main the same, whether they are kept In the 
Executive Mansion or deposited In the depart­ 
ments. There is no mysterious transmutation 
in the departm ental custody, nor is there magic 
in the undefined and sacred solemnity of the 
department files. 
If the presence óf the-c 
papers in public offices is a stumbling block in 
tbe way o f the perform ance of Senatorial duty, 
it can be easily removed.

1 shall continue, 
a* I have thus far done, to furnish, st the re­ 
quest of the eonfiiming body, nil the inform a­ 
tion I possess touching the fitness of the nom i­ 
nees placed before them for their action, both 
when they are proposed to fill vacancies aud to 
take tlie places of suspended officials. Upon a 
refusal to confirm, I shall not assume the right 
to ask the reasons for the action of the Senate, 
nor question its determ ination.

•hat anything more is required to secure worthy

It has been claim ed that the present Executive, 
having pledged him self not to remove officials 
except for cause, the (act of their suspension 
im plies such misconduct on the p a n of a sus­ 
pended official as injures his chaiacter and 
renutation, and therefore the Senate should re­ 
view tlie ease for his vindication.

The 
pledges I hnve made were made to the people, 
and to them 1 am respousible for the manner 
in which they have been redeemed. I am 
not responsible to the Senate, aud I am un­ 
willing to submit my actions aud official 
conduct to them for judgment. There are no 
grounds for allegation that a fear of being 
lound false to my professions influences me in 
declining to submit to the demands of the Sen­ 
ate. I have not constantly refused to suspend 
officials and thus incurred the displeasure of 
political friends, and yet willfully broken faith 
with the people for the sake of being false 
to them. Neither the

conditioned upon an avowal that the suspen­ 
sions have been made on party grounds alone,

W a s h in g t o n , March 1st.—The President 
sent a message to the Senate to-day, de­ 
fining his position in the matter of furnish­ 
ing records from the Departments, which 
has been practically in controversy be­ 
tween tlie Executive and tbe Senate since 
the commencement of the session. H e lias 
contemplated this message since Senator 
Sherman, in his speech, and Mr. Edmunds, 
in the report of tlie Judiciary Committeee, 
attacked tlie 
position 
maintained 
bv 
the Executive. 
He took a deep inter­ 
est in the m inority report of the Ju ­ 
diciary Committee by Senator 
Pugh, 
which was presented to-day, and that docu­ 
m ent was read to him before it was signed. 
East Thursday be had a conference with 
tlie Democratic members of the Judiciarv 
Committee, and informed them that he had 
determined to send a message expressing 
his opinions and views on the subject. 
He 
regarded Senator Pugh’s reporr valuable, as 
legal and historical, but thought he, himself, 
should state plainly his own opinions. He 
decided to send tlie message on the same 
day that Senator Pugli’s report was pre­ 
sented, as, if a delay should occur, his own 
action might be construed as a reflection 
upon the minority of the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. The message was received*at the 
Capital while the Senate was in executive 
session, but as it was expected tlie doors 
were thrown open to 
m tiúi its being 
read. The news soon spread, and the gal­ 
leries were soon tilled with attentive listen­ 
ers. On the conclusion of the reading Sen­ 
ator Harris moved to print and lie on the 
table. Senator Edmunds moved to amend 
by referring it to the Judiciary Committee, 
and made a brief speech, sharply criticis­ 
ing Mr. Cleveland for his unwarranted in­ 
terference with the Senate in matters re­ 
lating especially to its own business. 
He 
said it was the first time in the history of 
the American Republic that the Presi­ 
dent had undertaken to instruct either 
branch of Congress as to its duties. 
His motion prevailed, only one Republi­ 
can Senator, Riddlcberger. of Virginia, 
voting with the Democrats. The message 
is the talk of the town to-night, and it is 
the genera] opinion that its effect will be 
to unite both parties more iirtuly together. 
"When the debate on the subject begins, it 
will be long and bitter.

W a s h in g t o n , March 1st.—The F'oreign 
Affairs Committee of the House will meet 
to-morrow, and Cox of North Carolina will 
endeavor to secure action of the full com­ 
mittee on the report prepared by him, 
recommending the passage of the Morrow 
bill. Tbe only change recommended by 
tbe sub-committee in the bill is changing 
the time when it will go into effect after 
its passage from three months. It was 
thought ample notice should be given China 
of the proposed cliango in the law, so that 
no Chinaman could claim that they sailed 
without knowledge of the Act. "Rice of 
Massachusetts, of the sub-committee, does 
not concur in the report, but be will not 
m ake any written report in opposition, 
contenting him self by simply casting his 
vote in the negative. 
T h e C ase o f J u d g e M cA llister. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 1st.—In tho case of 
Judge McAllister, of Alaska, the Senate 
will probably pass a resolution calling upon 
the Attorney-General for information as to 
the authority under which a Justice of the 
I nited States Court lias been suspended. 
Section 1768 of the Revised Statutes says : 
"D uring any recess of the Senate, the 
President is authorized, in his discretion, 
to suspend any civil officer appointed by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, except Judges of Courts of the 
United States.” 
President Cleveland has 
suspended three Chief Justices of Terri­ 
tories and seven Associate Justices, which 
is held by the Judiciary Committee to be a 
direct violation of the law. The A dm inis­ 
tration will take the ground that Terri- . 
torial Justices are not Justices of tlie i 
United States Courts, in the meaniug of 
the statutes, hut the Judiciary Committee 
say that they belong as much to the Fed­ 
eral Judiciary a sa Justice of the Supreme 
C ourt; 
that 
the 
excepting clause was 
¡■laced in tlie 
statute, as 
the 
debates 
conclusively show, to protect the judici­ 
ary of the Territories from Executive 
interference. 
Tf the President has a right 
to remove Justices at pleasure, he could 
control the judiciary. Justice McLean, oi 
tlie United States Supreme Court, in an 
opinion delivered in 1865, said: 
“ Tlie 
President lias no more power to remove a 
Territorial Judge than to repeal the laws. 
The duties of the Judge of a Territory arc 
discharged ns independently, and as free 
from executive control, as are the duties of 
a Judge of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.” 
This opinion was before 
tlie Senate when the existing clause was 
inserted in the statute, and throughout the 
debate was accepted as law. 
It was not 
contended that the President could remove 
a Judge. It was admitted that lie had no 
such power. Judge McAllister will prob­ 
ably relv on this in his argument before the 
Supreme Court. 
A n O ffice-S eek er R ebuke*!. 
N ew Y o rk , March 1st.—The Sun's W ash­ 
ington correspondent telegraphs that the 
President recently wrote to one of the 
Middle States’ office-seekers the following : 
“ I return the testimonial which you sent 
me, accompanied by a letter asking me for 
an appointment to an ofticeat invdisjiosal. 
I think to be frank with you is kindness. I 
have no office at my disposal, and I have 
not leisure to hunt out one for you. There 
are a few things more im portant to the 
people of this country than furnishing 
offices to applicants, however worthy, and 
some of tlit^e things pertain under the 
Constitution to the office of President, 
if 
you want a public position I should be glad 
to see you got it, but I have no idea where 
to look to find one for you.”

THE CAUSE AND THE REMEDY. 


A San Francisco journal, commenting 
yesterday upon the failure of self-govern­ 
ment in cities in this country, attributes it 
■to the fact that in American cities the re­ 
wards of jKilitical success are greater than 
elsewhere. 
In a review of the “ l>oss” 
evil a few days ago, the Rbcord-Uniox 
expressed the same thought. There can 
l-e no question concerning the soundness of 
the statement. The secret of bossism in 
municipalities is to l>e found in the direct 
rewards that inure to the victors. 
When 
the two correspondents who a few davs 
ago moaned so loudly' in these columns 
over the degeneracy and listlessness of the 
voter, and with one voice declared that if 
he would do his duty, the rule of the boss 
would come to an end, we pointed out that 
their remedy was of no value. 
If every 
voter attended every, primary and caucus 
°i party, and voted on election day, the 
reform resultant from such activity would 
be but temporary. 
But a brief time would 
elapse liefore the spoils system would de­ 
velop new bosses born of self-interest and 
human greed, and thcu the reform would 
of necessity have 
to he worked over 
again. 
So 
wo 
would 
have 
a 
succession of municipal political revo­ 
lutions. 
The 
true 
remedy for 
the 
failures in municipal 
governments 
is 
the divorcement of such governments 
from politics. Cities are but groups of cit­ 
izens, who, for mutual protection and com­ 
fort, need good streets, lighted highways, 
police regulations, health rules, and a sys­ 
tem of local courts and the clerical officers 
needed for city bookkeeping, collection of 
revenue and its disbursement for local 
needs. 
When the administrators of such 
a system are accountable to influences that 
serve self-interest instead of the common 
good, the community must suffer. 
When 
they are accountable to political influences 
that place party dominance before mu­ 
nicipal economy, the community takes 
harm. 
Says the San Francisco Chronicle: 
“ But all this would amount to little if the 
inhabitants of cities as faithfully dis­ 
charged their duty of registering and 
voting as men do in the country.” 
This is 
fallacious. 
The most exact and unremit­ 
ting diligence will accomplish no reform 
so long as the politicians are jiermitted to 
choose their candidates. When the [>eople 
take that preliminary away from partv 
management, and select candidates with 
an eye single to fitness and honesty, candi­ 
dates who have neither to pay tribute to 
party or its bosses, nor to use their offices 
to further political ends, we shall have in­ 
dependent municipal administrators, and 
not until then. The Chronicle touches the 
quick of the question when it says: 
The stronghold of the bosses is the party sys­ 
tem. Men are run for Mayor, or Aldermen,"or 
i 
not becAa*e they &rc honest men, 
skilled in municipal affairs, but because they 
are prominent Ilemocrata or prominent Repub- 
.icans. Of course, a man's views on the tariff, 
1Vc#l,lenliai appointments, or on the Fit* 
Jonu I urter case, or on any of the controverted 
Suestions at Washington, are no criterion of his 
mess to deal with questions of w ater rates and 
rates and street cleaning and drainage and 
licenses; but we have fallen iuto the habit of 
running our municipal elections on the lines of 
Federal campaign-, and this is «-here the bosses 
nave us. 
This statement of fact carries with it the 
suggestion of remedy ; divorcement of pol­ 
itics from munici|>al government, and the 
only tribunal to enter the decree is that of 
the people who reside within municipal 
bounds. W hen they have the courage to 
cut loose from party and select the execu­ 
tors of their will as the business man 
selects his clerks and agents, bossism will 
die. 
I util then party caucuses and partv 
primaries in cities will «ontinue to be the 
screaming farces they now are. 


CIVILIZATION NOT, PREJUDICES. 


Those who make themselves busy to stir 
up race and religious prejudices in this 
country, and to array classes against each 
other, are enemies of the American Re­ 
public. 
Take the case of the Chinese agi­ 
tation. 
It is not a question of races at all. 
It is an agitation against a system which, 
manifest in any race, would he equally as 
objectionable as in the Chinese. 
In some 
quarters it is assumed that the opposition 
to the Chinese springs from the antagonism 
of other foreigners. But supjtosc this to 1*? 
true, for the sake of argument, it is still 
■simply a question as to whether it proceeds 
upon a right principle. Are America!»» to 
estimate the virtue cf a reform movement 
by the personality that inspires it, or 
rather by the standards of truth and jus­ 
tice ? When it comes to a question as to 
what is best for the common good, it mat­ 
t Ts very little who supports or who op­ 
poses. The one thing for the self-respect­ 


ing man to do Ls to measure his own action 
by liis conviction of right. 
There is 
enough of race prejudice among people 
naturally, without any influences being 
exerted to intensify it. The whole scheme 
of the American republic is opjxxted to the 
fostering of such prejudices. In its incep­ 
tion, theory and practice it is directed to 
the breaking down of hatreds born of 
prejudices against peoples because of creed, 
nationality, descent or condition. 
Amer­ 
ican citizenship in its purity knows no 
race, religion or nationality. All eflbrtsto 
engender animosities between citizens be­ 
cause of birth or faith, are assaults upon 
the American principle, and which, once 
undermined, will bring down the whole 
structure of the republic in hopeless ruins. 
In the case of the opposition to the Chi­ 
nese, the sentiment of this people is against 
their system of civilization. It is not be­ 
cause the Chinaman is the native of a par­ 
ticular quarter of the globe; not because 
lie is an idol worshiper: not liecause he is, 
in short, a Chinaman, but liecause the 
scheme of his civilization is inconsistent 
with ours. 
Because his system is in such 
direct opposition to ours that the two (an­ 
nul exist on the same soil, and both main­ 
tain their integrity. The fittest must tri­ 
umph, and that it tends to push the weaker 
and least meritorious to the wall is but 
natural, and indicative of its superiority. 


MR. WOODBURN’S BILL. 


Mr. Woodbum’s bill for the throttling 
of polygamy appears to cover the whole 
ground and to meet the necessities of de­ 
cency and good morals in Utah. 
It pro­ 
vides : 
W hoever shall directly or indirectly counsel 
encourage or 
advise others to m arry have 
consort, or cohabit with any person other than 
his or her lawful wife or husband, who is a 
m em ber of or shall contribute to the support 
of any organization or association of any de­ 
script ion whatever, w hich authorize®, counsels 
encourages or perm its any of its members to 
m arry, have consort or cohabit with more than 
one woman at the same tim e,shall not vote at any 
election held in any Territory in the United 
•States, or be eligible for election or appointm ent 
to, or be entitled to hold any office or place of 
public trust, honor or em olum ent in the Union 
or for any Territory of the United States of 
A“ *rica. w u n d c rtb e United States in either 
of said T erritories: nor shall any such person 
be* entitled to locale or m ake settlem ent upou 
or acquire title to any ol the lands of the public 
dom ain of the 1 nited Slates of America, or he 
eligible to serve as a juror in or for any (‘ourt in 
either of said Territories. 
It also provided that as a condition pre­ 
cedent to registration, if one is challenged, 
he shall swear that he is not ineligible 
because of any of the prohibitions above 
recited, and whoever falsely takes such 
oath is to lie punished for perjury. 
Per­ 
sons elected or appointed to office in Ter­ 
ritories are to^W required to take an oath 
covering the prohibitions mentioned, and 
like requirements are provided for those 
who seek to locate public lands. The bill, 
we are told, meets with general approval, 
it strikes in the right direction, and is so 
brief and clear that its evasion will lie a 
matter of exceeding difficulty if it becomes 
a law.

A M echanic R ep lies to a B u sin ess M a n - 
F ree W ater an d T axed W h isk y. 
Eds. Record-Union : The communica­ 
tion in the Bee last night on high license 
from a business man, is so full of nonsense 
I beg some space to reply. I am for high 
license. I am for it from my conviction. I 
take my toddy, and I like it. I am not a 
teetotaller nor a drunkard. 
Xow, “ Business m an” says, first, he is 
against high license because he has found 
out that some of the very dives it ought to 
close up will be able to pay it and so con­ 
tinue to drug and rob. and employ women 
to rope iii suckere. Well, suppose that is 
so, how will beating high license make it 
any better? “ Business Man ” must think 
ordinary readers are big asses to be induced 
to vote against high license because some 
low dens will be able to pay it. By not 
compelling them to pay high license, bow 
much better off' will the city be ? If these 
” sinks can pay it, in God’s name why not 
make them ? A\ by not make them con­ 
tribute something to the cost of govern­ 
ment which they help to pile up? 
Secondly. “ Business Man ” says; ‘‘Un­ 
der a high license auv man could come 
into Sacramento, and. if he had u little 
money open the vilest den of infamy and 
undoubtedly make it pay.” In the name 
of the I’rophet, figs. Does'” Business Man ” 
mean to say that under low license no man 
can come into Sacramento and open ” the 
vilest den of infamy and make it pay ?” 
In heaven’s name, dees this “ Business 
Man ” do business as he talks about high 
license? 
This wonderful reasoner also says, that 
he has found out ” some of the corner gro­ 
ceries on the outskirts of the town aotuailv 
sell more whisky (and of the most poison­ 
ous kind) over the counter in their little 
back corrals, than do many saloons on J 
street.” Well, is that any reason why they 
should not pay a high license? 'Why, 
' Business Man,” don’t you know that the 
butcher that sells the necessary of life, 
beefsteak, and does not rope in suckers, 
drug liquors, nor make policemen neces­ 
sary, has to pay a license of $5 a month, 
and the whisky-matt has to pay no more 
for selling a luxury and raising the devil in 
the community. 
In coming down town tomy shop, eleven 
blocks long, and making three turas, I aid 
my 
boy pass twenty-four dram-shops. 
Xow if high license would shut up one- 
half of these, don’t •• Business Man ’ think 
that my boy and I eould get all the whisky 
we want at the other twelve? The twenty- 
four now pay into the city box $120‘a 
month ; the twelve, under high license 
would pay $600 a m onth; aiid if high 
license shut up eighteen out of the twenty- 
four. then the remaining six would pay 
$300 a month, and I guess there would be 
plenty of whisky for those that want it. too. 
But here is " Mr. Business Man” putting 
up something that would hit the sulootí 
man more than high license, lie wants 
the saloons limited to one in a block ; or, 
that no saloon should be established miles3 
all the property-owners consent. 
This 
would be “ rough on rats;’’ the highest 
high licenser would not ask for anything 
like that, to give one man alone the 'power 
to say whether a saloon should be estab­ 
lished or not. Why, under such a system, 
a fellow could make more money by sell­ 
ing bis consent than bv owning the prop- 
ert\\and the beauty of' it would be that 
the city would not be the gainer. 
I am for high license, because it will 
make a luxury pay what it ought to for 
support of the Government and relieve the 
general taxpaver. It will bring our city 
taxes down from $2 10 to $1 10. and as 
taxes go down propertv values go up 
1 
heard a voter say to-night he’d vote against 
high license because it would make a mo­ 
nopoly of the liquor business. Well, in 
God's name, who cares ? Who will it hurt '* 
\V ho of my fellow-workers will be hurl bv 
that? I heard another man at the same 
time say he would vote against it because a 
part of the money gained would go into 
the bondholders’ interest fund, and make 
bonds more valuable. Well, as to that, the 
part that don't go into the interest fund 
would be a clear gain to the taxpayers, 
wouldn’t it, and the part that does would 
help to pay off the debt. But the interest 
fund will stop pretty soon. Then, too. the 
Trustees are not bound to put on high li­ 
cense right off'; they can wait until they 
get the compromise fixed up with the bond­ 
holders. 
If we are never todo anything to improve 
our city, and make it prosperous, and re- 
tluce tuxes and run it cheaper, for fear these 
things will give value to the bonds of our 
creditors, then, to carry the thing out, we 
ought to cut the levees, shut off street lights, 
blow up the water-works, and raise hell 
generally, so as to make the bondholders' 
securities worthless, no matter how much 
it may hurt us meanwhile. 
Xo, sir: I am for dear whisky and cheap 
water. Let us take off all tax on water 
and furnish it free to all, and make whisky, 
by high license, pay the cost of running tlie 
water-works. Adopt high license, and then 
go to work to have water rates abolished, 
and so tlie bondholders’ interest fund 
won't get any 55 per cent, out of thesurulus 
rates.

HABLAN AND BARNES. 


T h eir C ases B efore Ju d ge G aroutte on 
H ab eas Corpus. 
[W oodland Democrat, February 28th.] 
Hon. Joseph Craig, on Friday afternoon, 
filed his petition with Judge Garoutte of 
the Superior Court, asking that Harlan and 
Barnes be brought before that Court for 
consideration of the question of admitting 
them to bail. It will be remembered that 
defendants are held under a commitment 
from Justice Buggies’ Court, where they 
are jointly charged with the killing o'f 
Everett L. Craft. 
Promptly at 1 p. m . Saturday, the time set 
for hearing the petition, the defendants 
appeared in 
Court with counsel, viz.: 
Higbton of San Francisco, and Ball, Craig. 
Goin, Grant and Baker of Woodland. Re­ 
spondent was represented by Distriet At­ 
torney Sprague and Messrs. Clark and 
Bush. 
Mr. Sprague moved for a continuance of 
the case until Monday morning at 10 
o’clock, setting forth as reasons therefor 
that he had not sufficient notice of the 
issuance of the writ to be able to make a 
proper return aud prepare his answer, and 
further, that certain papers having been 
taken from the Clerk’s office by counsel for 
petitioners; he had no opportunity to ex­ 
amine them, all of which was necessary in 
order that the responden dent he properly 
represented. 
" 
Mr. Higbton objected to a continuance, 
and stated that petitioner was under 110 ob­ 
ligation to notify the counsel on the oppo­ 
site side. The Court held the showing oí 
the District Attorney sufficient to warrant 
a continuance, which was ordered until 
7:30 p. m. 
On reassembling the Court-room was 
well filled with spectators, who by this 
time had become aware of the proceedings 
in Court and were anxious to hear the 
issue. 
Mr. Sprague opened the case by filing a 
demurrer on preliminary motion to quash 
the writ on the ground lliat the petition did 
not state facts which would justify the 
granting of a writ. He then read the peti­ 
tion, which set forth briefly that the peti­ 
tioners, Harlan and Barnes, are held in 
custody by Sheriff Beamer, and that they 
are denied the right of bail; and rhen sets 
forth the evidence taken before the Coro­ 
ner’s jury. 
It was argued that the petition was in­ 
sufficient in not stating that the prisoners 
were entitled to b ail; or that the presump­ 
tion of their guilt is not great, nor the 
proof evident; and farther, in showing that 
there was no sufficient legal reason for their 
detention. It was further argued that the 
testimony before the Coroner could cut no 
figure in this case, since the records show 
the prisoners are not held because of any 
proceeding had before the Coroner, or on 
account of testimony given before him ; 
and that it could not form any part of the 
case as to Barnes especially, since his name 
was not mentioned in that testimony. Mr. 
Higbton. in reply, argued that in matter ot 
law the Court had jurisdiction to hear the 
matter, if there was no petition at a ll; but 
that the petition was sufficient; that the 
allegation that they were denied the right 
to bail was equivalent to saying that they 
were entitled to bail; and if so, then the 
presumption of their guilt could not be 
great nor the proof evident. He further 
contended that all offenses are bailable at 
law, except where the State makes out a 
case within the exception ; an I that it de­ 
volves upon the prosecution in this case to 
show that these prisoners are not entitled 
to bail. 
The Court ruled that the petition should 
be amended to conform to the above facts. 
The District Attorney offered the evidence 
taken before Justice Ruggles as part of his 
return. 
Hon. Joseph Craig, of counsel for peti­ 
tioners, then proceeded to read the petition 
and evidence taken before the Coroner. 
Respondent objected, as the evidence was 
not 1 he best evidence; that it was irrelevant, 
incompetent, etc. 
After argument the Court decided to ad­ 
mit the testimony. 
M r. High ton then spoke for more than 


an hour, reviewing the case in its entirety, 
scanning the evidence closely, and setting 
forth his reasons for believing petitioners 
entitled to bail. At the conclusion of the 
argument the Court took a recess until 10 
a. m. Monday. 
The case was on argument all day yester­ 
day, and will be resumed at 10 a. m. to-day. 
The attorneys have all 
spoken except 
Messrs. Ball and Craig, who have the close 
for the defendants.

BOARD OF CITY TRUST FES. 


T h e B o n d Question A g a in —More S tre e t

The Board of City Trustees m et at 10 a . 
m. yesterday ; all the members present. 
Judge IT. O. Ileattv. President of the 
Funded Debt Sinking Fund Commission­ 
ers, appeared before the Board and subm it­ 
ted the following, which was read : 
At n meeting of the Board of Commissioners 
of tue Funded Debt Sinking Fund, held at the 
office of (he Secretary, Charles it. Parsons, on 
the 1st day ol March, A. D. 1886, there was pres­ 
eat II. O. Beatty. Newton Booth and Charles R. 
Parsons. On motion of II. O. Beatty it was 
Rc$oltrd, \ hat it js the opinion of this Board 
that we cannot at the present time receive satis­ 
factory bids for the purchase of thecitv bonds : 
therefore be it 
* 
RcMolverl. That in the opinion of this Commis­ 
sion it would la- advantageous to invest the 
funds now on band in the purchase of past due 
coupons. Now, therefore, we do hereby request 
that the Board of Trustees of the city of Sacra­ 
mento do concur with this Commission in a 
resolution authorizing said Commission to con­ 
vert the tumis uow on hand in attached coupons 
from the said cit y bonds.

Judge Beatty asked the Board to pass the 
following resolution : 
At a regular meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of the city of Sacramento, on Monday, the 1st 
day of March, ISKfi. on motion of —■— , R is 
resolved that this Board concurs in the resolu­ 
tions of Hie Board of Commissioners of the 
funded debt sinking fund, that for the time be­ 
ing it will be impossible to obtain bids at satis­ 
factory prices lor the purchase of city bonds. 
Therefore we agree with said Commissioners 
that it will be advisable to invest the funds now 
on hand iu the sinking fund in past due cou­ 
pons. and we do hereby assent to the invest­ 
ment of su id funds iu eouiions cut from city 
bonds. 
Mayor Brown said that was anticipating 
the price of the bonds, and he did not think 
that advisable. The advertisem ent ran for 
a week yet, and lie thought it best to wait 
until after that date. 
He read Section 8 of 
the Act passed in 1872, as follows: 
If Ht any time after any advertisement for the 
purchase of city lamds and :a failure to receive 
satisfactory bids enough to absorb all the money 
in the funded debt siuking fund, it shall be the 
opinion of a majority of the Commissioners of 
the said funded debt sinking fund, and also of 
a majority ol the City Trustees, Hint it will for 
the time being be impossible to obtuiu city 
bonds at a fair price, then the Commissioners 
w ’lay, with the sanction of the Board ol Trustees 
invest this fund in any of the various classes oi 
Sacramento county bonds, or in detached cou­ 
pons of the city bonds, and may pursue the same 
course in advertising ior these, as is prescribed 
in Sections 5, 6 and 7. and m advertising for citv 
bonds.

The Board, aiter a lengthy discussion 
with Judge Beatty, in which the latter 
exhibited m uch feeling, agreed 
unani­ 
mously not to lake any action until the ad­ 
vertisem ent for bonds’expired. which is on 
Monday next. 
The proprietors of the skating rink 
sought to have the license taken off that 
institution, but did not succeed, the Board 
voting unanim ously against it. 
Two electric-light poles were ordered 
erected south of It street, between Third 
and Tenth, the location of the same to be 
left to the Street Commissioner.

An order was passed asking for sealed 
proposals for the grading of O street, from 
Eighteenth to Thirty-first. 
TIME EXTENDED. 
The following order, drawn by the City 
Attorney, was read and passed unani­ 
mously : 
It appearing that on March 9,1885, this city 
by ordinance. No. :mi, granted to R. E..J. T.. 
and G. W. Carey the right to construct and 
m aintain a street rali road upon certain streets, 
among others to extend said street railroad upon 
K strett. from Tenth to Twentieth, and it ap­ 
pearing tha^ certain changes iu the grade of 
said street is about to occur: 
It is therefore ordered, good cause appearing 
therefor, that the time for .the commencement 
of the construction of such extension upon K 
street, from Tenth to Twentieth streets, be and 
the satnc is hereby extended one year from the 
9th day of March, lNMi, and that the grantees 
under said franchise shall have such time in 
which to commence the construction ol such 
street railroad on said K street, from Tenth to 
Twentieth streets of said city of Sacramento. 
An order was passed to improve Twenty- 
eighth street, from M to Y streets, by grad­ 
ing and rounding 
Chief Engineer Sullivan stated that the 
Capital Box Factory had arranged to place 
a spark-catcher on its smokestack. 
A petition to have street lamps placed on 
the corner of all alleys on Twelfth street, 
from B to J, was referred to theStreet Com­ 
missioner. 
After auditing a large num ber ol bills 
the Board adjourned.

Republican Ward Caucuses East Night— 
The Primary Election To-day. 
The Republicans of the various wards 
m et in caucus last evening, to prepare tick­ 
ets to be voted at the primary election to­ 
day. The First W ard caucus was held at 
J. H. Corbin’s, 218 J street. There was a 
large attendance and the proceedings were 
harmonious. K. F. W iemeyer called the 
meeting to order. A . J. Rhoads was elected 
Chairman, and B. W. Cavanaugh Secretary. 
On motion, the Chair appointed William 
Beckman, J. N. Young, Jam es Dunigan, B. 
W . Cavanaugh and A. J. McManus a com­ 
mittee to prepare and report a ticket, and 
when they returned and reported the fol­ 
lowing names their report was adopted : A.

THIRD WARD. 
The Third W ard caucus called by the 
Central Conunitte met at the Court-house. 
Dougald Gillis called the meeting to order, 
and stated that two caucuses for the Third 
W ard had been called ; that as one of the 
Central Committemen for the Third Ward, 
he was 
asked to 
hold the caucus in 
Jacobs’ Hall, and objection was made toils 
being held at the Court-house, on the 
ground that it was outside ofAhe ward. He 
said he replied that the caucuses had 
been held at the Court-house for the past 
twenty years, for the reason that no hall 
rent had to be paid, but only a small bill 
for gas and the jan ito r; but if those who 
desired to hold the caucus in Jacobs' H all 
would guarantee the payment of rent 
of the hall, lie would have it held there. 
This the party promised to do, and went 
away to arrange it, but never came hack 
again. The committee therefore called the 
meeting at the Court-house, as usual. This 
was the only reason he knew of, he said, 
why a second caucus was in session. Win. 
J. Davis was then elected Chairman and J. 
N. Larkin Secretary. Upon motion, the 
Chair appointed a committee, consisting of

The meeting at Jacobs Hall, in the Third 
AA’ard, was largely attended, over 200 being 
present. It was called to order by J. M. 
Avery. Judge S. S. Holl was elected Chair­ 
m an an<l Ed. C. Hum phrey Secretary. In 
taking the chair Judge Holl said a meeting 
had been called in the First AVard to select 
delegates, to be voted for at the primaries, 
to represent the Third AYard. This meet­ 
ing, he said, was tailed by the represent­ 
ative Republicans of the Third AVard, to 
act in the Third AA'ard and for the Third 
AYard. 
On motion, a committee of seven was 
elected to retire and select the names of 41 
citizens, to be voted for at the primaries, to 
represent the Third AA’ard in the Conven­ 
tion. 
The Nominating Committee was 
composed as follows: E. I. Robinson,.!. M. 
Milliken, Thomas C. Jones, J. M. Avery, C. 
H. Krebs, Jam es MeCleery and Thomas 
AVormby. 
During the time the committee was out 
short speeches were made by several. One 
speaker, in his 'rem arks, denounced the 
Central Committeemen representing the 
Third W ard, and said “ they should be 
downed.” 
They were endeavoring, he 
claimed, to im port men from the tules of 
Yolo county and the classic precincts of 
Colusa to till our local offices. His remarks 
were vociferously applauded.

FO CRTH WARD. 
The Fourth AA'ard caucus was of the 
liveliest description. 
It was seen at the 
outset that it was to take the place of the 
primary. 
The First AYard caucus was 
called at 7, the Third AYard caucus at 7:30 
and the Fourth AA'ard at 8. Long before 
the last named hour a large crowd collected 
in front of the hall on K, near Tenth street. 
AVhen the doors were opened the room was 
filled with a rush to its full limits, only 
the recess back of the rostrum and to the 
rear of the chair being left vacant. It was 
understood before the doors were opened 
that AY. F. Huntoon had been selected as 
Chairman, and a leading Republican of 
the ward so informed our reporter. Chas. 
Cooler, of the Central Committee, called 
to order. 
E. K. Alsip nominated Clinton L. AA'hite 
as Chairman. M. M. Drew nominated AV. 
F. Huntoon. Mr. Cooley put the motion 
on Huntoon's election first, amidst loud 
protests that it was unparliam entary. He 
declared Huntoon elected, but great confu­ 
sion arose, and it was loudly protested that 
First, Second and Third AYard men were 
thick in the hall and voting, and this was 
true. A division was demanded and taken 
by directing the Huntoon men to stand on 
one side and the AVhite men to stand on 
the other. Prom inent Third AA'ard Repub­ 
licans were noticeably active in pulling re­ 
luctant voters over to the Huntoon side, 
and one leading AA'hite promoter was forci­ 
bly kept on the opposite side. The major­ 
ity was clear for Huntoon, and it was 
so announced, but it was impossible 
to say how the 
vote 
stood as 
be­ 
tween’ genuine 
Fourth AA’ard Repub- 
liams, so inextricably mixed were they 
with First, Second and T hird Warders. 
But from the subsequent proceedings, it is 
fair to assume, that a majority really were 
for Huntoon. Elwood Bruner was unani­ 
mously chosen Secretary. 
M. A. Howard 
moved that the Clialr name a committee of 
seven to select and report thirty-eight per­ 
sons to be voted for at the prim ary as dele­ 
gates to the convention of Thursday next. 
Clinton L. AA'hite objected. H e thanked 
the friends who had voted for him. He 
had been beaten, thanks to the efforts of 
the volunteers from the First, Second and 
Third AA'ards. But he respected the Chair­ 
man and asked him to see that there was 
fair play. To have the Chair name the 
committee would look like a cut and dried 
job, and not redound to his credit. 
It 
would be better to let the house choose the 
committee. He moved to amend to elect 
—and he looked slowly about, selecting as 
he spoke—M. M. Drew, E. K. Alsip, G. P. 
Royster. F. T. Johnson, Geo. Leitckardt, 
S. AV. Butler and R. J. Fletcher. 
He 
declared that he did not know how these 
men stood as to candidates, but was will­ 
ing to trust them. M.S. Green, llobt. Miller, 
M. A. Howard and others addressed the 
caucus. There was confusion and protest­ 
ing, and finally after an attem pt to vote 
viva voce, a division by separation was bad, 
and the amendm ent lost. Numbers of the 
defeated shouted for their friends to leave 
the hall, and some did. During this con­ 
fusion, it is said the Chair named the com­ 
m ittee; but so far as the bulk of the audi­ 
ence was concerned, the first they knew of 
it was when Mr. Howard spoke, saying he 
wished his name taken off, and moved to 
elect the committee named by Mr. AA'hite. 
There was some debate when the Chair an­ 
nounced the committee, to which the house, 
on motion of Howard, added M. M. Drew 
and E. K. Alsip. It then stood, M. M. 
Drew, E. K. Alsip, G. P. Royster, F. F. 
Johnson, R. J. Fletcher, Charles Gardner,
